Tux correspondence which we publish 
to-day with regard to the Observatory 
Committee will be read by the public 
with mingled feelings of regret, sur- 
prise, and .amusethent ; amusement at 
the colossal ‘stupidity of the central 
figure, surprise at the supineness of the 
Governor in dealing with Dr Doberck, 
regret thet no immediate good haa re- 
sulted from the appointment of the 
Committee.. It is now some time since 
the ‘necessity for improvement at’ the 
Observatory was recognised in official 
circles, as it had been in unofficial quar- 
ters almost from its establishment. If 
it is to be something mors than an ont- 
station of the ‘Gresnwich Observatory, 
under the direction of the Astronomer. 
‘Royal, aud utilized merely for the com- 
pilation of meteorological statistics —if 
it is to be an institution of practical 
utility to the geueral community, but 
particularly to the ' shipping © com- 
munity of Hongkong, thon the soover 
the fact is impressed upon the Director 
of the Observatory the better. ‘Ibe 
Colony is too impecunious to be able to 
indulge in such expensive’ toys. ‘If no 
practical return, commensurate with the 


Yearly outlay, is given tho Colony, the’ 


Observatory might nx well be ut ‘the 
bottom of the sea, with all its precious 
instruments—eits aneroids, -telescopea 
and thermometers, its anemometers and 
Toin-pauges, ita _Directors,.:Chief As- 
sistants, Firat Assistants, Assistants, 
clerks and all the rest. Barometric 
readings at.coast ports and -intimetions 
of cloud-drifts are useful ‘enough’ in 
their way, aid we'lave no doubt they 
could be obtained very. much aos -at 
present without the’ aid of. au-Observa- 
tory, but what is: chiefly wanted in 
aos is—a, dally, forecast af tlie 
weather sufficient ‘to act as ao trust- 


{worthy guide—so far as “human skill in 


weather forecaste can go—to the 
masters of vessels: trading with this 
port. . That is what was desired by the’ 
igoaiaries of the petition ‘to His. Ex- 
cellency praying for the sppoiatment of 
a Committee—the: dissemunation of re- 
liable information from the, Observatory 
und. an improvement upon. the -present 
method of placing ‘that information be- 
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whoni the Observatory was originally 
intended.to benefit, 9) 
. From tha correspondence, we learn 
that the reference to the Committee was 
limited to’ the system adopted at the 
Observatory of issuing metoorological 
reports and furnishing weather pee 
casts.’ It is taba regretted the. Com- 
mitteo. was not’ ompowored to inquire 
itito “the whole aysteit"of “working the 
Observatory, with a view to increased 
efficiency and to decronsed expenditure. 
Both, we fancy, are possible, However, 
this initial blunder was followed by that 
of appointing the Director of the Ob- 
sorvatory as Prosident of the Committee. 
From the moment that was done the 
Committea was damned. We protested 
as energetically as we could against this 
step; we predicted failure, and our pre- 
dictions: have been more than verified, 
though ‘we say so with a certain degree 
of regret.» Dr Doberck from the’ start 
showed all the byperbolic: eccentricities 
which totally unfit him for the Chair- 
manship of any Committee: af Inquiry, 
but more especially of ‘n.Committes en- 
uiring into the working of a section of 
tho institution over which some freak of. 
chance—we could not honestly say Pro- 
vidence—has placed him. The otymo- 
logical contortion’ he makes to wist 
out points having no bearing on the 
subject under discussion ; the utterly 
illogical statements he ndvances—to 
call them nothing worse; the. wholly 
irrelevant references he makes to extra- 
neous matters, auch as Captain ‘Tillett’s 
opinion on the managemént of a vessel 
in a typhoon, are’ simply ridiculous 
coming from a professor of science to 
whom exactitude is supposed to be a first 
principle... It all goes to show how 
grossly incompetedt be was to preside 
over the Committee. We think this 
fact is apparent at last to His Bxcel- 
lency, who cannot bo flattered on his 
selection.of « Chairman. . The. doctor 
appears to be piqued particularly with 
Captain Tillett, doubtless on account of 
that gentleman’s somewhat free criti- 
oieni of Dr Doberck’s lecture to marine 
officers on ‘ How to manago a ship in a 
typhoon.’ But the te quogue orgumont 
that the members of the Committee 
were nautical men, and, therefore, unac- 
quainied with the subject of meteoro- 
logy could not he applied in this instance. 
Dr Doberck is as ignorant of the abilities 
of marine officers—intelligent -ship- 


00 | masters, if he likes the phrase better-—as 


he is of the manceuvring of 8 vessel: in 
a typtoon, if he imagines the nautical 
pentlemen who formed tho. mojority 
of the Committes ara without a know- 
ledge of ‘tha science of meteorology. 
He reminds us of -the abstracted 
philosopher in. Bulwer Lytton’s navel 
who could not sea beyond his own nose. 
Either he is culpably' ignorant of what 
goes on around him in ‘this work-a-day 
world, or he is impeaching the know’ 
ledge and capabilities of his colleagues 
from ignoble motives ;—we' chatitably 
venture tothink the former. From first 
to last bis letter to the Colonial Secre- 
uty; under date of September 30, isa 
silly, peeviak production. Leaving: out 
of tho question the inaccuracies it con- 
tains it would ‘be interesting to have 
the opinions of local shipmasters on this 
statement-‘ Seamen have great con- 
fidence in my warnings end obey them 
always implicitly while in and wheo 
leaving this Harbour.’ Assuming the 
statement to be correct, and we have no 
desire, if it pleases Dr Dobertk’s 
vanity, to deny its truth, is this not the 
best argument that could be used for 
giving effect to the prayer of the 
petitioners for the amplification of this 
exact information and. 2 wider and 
more expeditious dissemination: of it 
daily amongst the shipping community? 
If Dr Doberck would, only ses it, the 
trend of all thiy agitation.is not. for the 
annihilation of Dr Duberck and the 
abolition of the Ubservatory, but for an 
extension of what should be a uceful 
institution, with enlarged opportunities 
for the adulation and glorification of 
the man who is conferring such vast 
benefits ‘upon a grateful communisy, 

Tho minutes. of the three. meetings 
held by the Committee ‘are interesting 
as showing bow the Inquiry was to 
be conducted undor tho prosidoncy 
of Dr Doberck. He never made 
& greater mistike than when’ he 
asked for their publication. With 
the facts disclosed therein we have no 
intention of dealing, Only one thing 
we would point out in this connection ; 
that is the temper and attitude of the 
Chairman towards all queries mads by 
other members of the Committee—the 
‘rudimentary explanations’ he gave ‘to 
enable them. to understand the first 
principles of issuing. weather forecasts.’ 
He seems to have regarded the Com- 
mittee, a8 antagonistic, and’ .to ‘have 
mude up his. mind to belittle their 
knowledge of méteorological science® 
and all that pertains ‘io the issue of 
weather forevasts, ‘He, in point of fact, 
snye— : pee

Committee are published in the Gevetle. On 
August 19 letter signed by most of the 
shipping firme in the Colony was addrosesed 
to the Committee of the Chamber of Com. 
merce, bringing to the notice of that hody 
the suggestions made by Captuin Tillett, in 
the discussion on a lectura by Dr Doberck at 
the British Meroantile Marine Officers’ Asso- 
oiation, for an improvement in the present 
metcorological reports and weather forecasts 
issued by the Observatory, ond suggesting 
thut the Government should be moved to 
uppaint a corapetent anutical committee to 
be essocinted with Dr Dobervk, to disouss 
the details of the proposed improvement.

of the aong., For this reason she had made 

a vow never to sing the note again, and 

she was quite eure Sir Arthur Sullivan him- 
self would approve of the omission under 
such circumatanees. -. High notes 
might bo good onough for an instrument, 
but not for a human voies that could ex 
press the poetry and sentiment of language,” 
Probably therois no point upou which fipat- 
rato ortists anid intelligent smatotirsof music 
ara more cordially agreed -than the absolute 
necessity of adhoring to the printed toxt, 
with those rare exceptions, a8 in, Bondel’s 
recitatives, in which a tradition of chanpo, 
handed down from , the. composer himaolf, 

has been generally and consistently adopt~ 
ed. Without some such rule the same 
song would never be sung twicd in the same 
way; garbled versions would run riot, and 
all original melody would be vulgarised. 

As for that fins song, ‘ Tha Lost Chord,’ 
every amateur who fancied he hod a taste 
for composition, ox whose voice was begin- 
ning to ‘go’ in tha upper register, would 
address Sir Arthar Sullivan with the object 
of teaching hini how to write his own mu- 
sic, We all know how amazing is the 
* cock sureness’ of the ayeraye amateur— 
as a Saturday Roviower lately expressed it, 
In his cyea any alteration ho choonexs to 
mako must be an improvemont, and the 
idea that the composer carefully 
thought tho matter out, and had allowed 
bis music to remain in print without 
change for a dozen years past, till it had 
become familiar in every concert room in 
the British Empire, would not atriko him 
as remarkable. In fact, such a man, espe- 
cially if the high note were a mattor of dith- 
culty, would ‘improve’ Mozart and Men- 
delesuhn, Besthoven and Handel, quite as 
readily os he would tampor with Sullivan 
or Tosti. Oonfusion would reign supromo, 
and the concort rooma would be emptied.
